Korean Vets 
Now Under 
New GI Bill 
WASHINGTON, (UP- — The now 


GI bill of rights goes into effect 
today, offering Korean war veter- 
ans education and training at gov- 
ernment expense. 


The program, however, hns hit a 


temporary legal snug thnt 
mny 


leave veterans paying their 
own 


school expenses at the start. 


Veterans administration officials 


warned former servicemen heading 
for school not to expect govern- 
ment checks right away. 


One VA official said Korean war 


voterans probably won't set their 
checks until two months after they 
enter school. 


That means the veteran will have 


to pay his own living expenses 
plus tuition, books nnd other school 
expense* until the checks start ur 
ivlng, 
including 
the 
buck-pay 


mcnts, 


The new GI bill provides many 


of the same benefits for veterans 
urving after outbreak of the Ko- 
•ean war that were received 
by 


Vorld War II veterans under the 
Id law. The now law states, how- 
ever, thut no money can be paid 
or education and on-the-job train 


C before Aug. 20. 
The Va has been accepting nppli 
nitons for training under tho new 
>!U tor about a week. Veterans who 
uku advantage ot the program re 
celve $110 a month if they have 
to dependents, $139 If they huvW 
onu dependent and $180 if they have 
more than one dependent. 


Out of that money, they must pay 


heir tuition, buy books und sup- 
plies, finance all other costs con- 
nected with schooling and also pay 
[heir own living expenses. Under 
the World War II bill, the govern- 
ment paid the schools directly for 
tuition, books and other expenses 
and gave individual veterans sub- 
sistence allowances for living costs. 


In both cases, VA was directed 


by law to pay the monthly checks 
•tter «ach month ot schooling had 
been completed. That means no 
veteran can begin receiving 
his 


checks until he has been in school 
at least one month. 


Furthermore, both he and the 


school must certify to VA' that he 
1$ actually attending school, and 
that may consume more time. 


Once VA has received the wees- 
ivy certification, it can start its 


machinery rolling to pay the vet- 
eran. The Uw says the agency 
should try to perform this job with- 
in 90 days after receiving the cer- 
tification that the veteran attended 
classes-

Korean Vets 
Now Under 
New GI Bill 
WASHINGTON, (UP- — The now 


GI bill of rights goes into effect 
today, offering Korean war veter- 
ans education and training at gov- 
ernment expense. 


The program, however, hns hit a 


temporary legal snug thnt 
mny 


leave veterans paying their 
own 


school expenses at the start. 


Veterans administration officials 


warned former servicemen heading 
for school not to expect govern- 
ment checks right away. 


One VA official said Korean war 


voterans probably won't set their 
checks until two months after they 
enter school. 


That means the veteran will have 


to pay his own living expenses 
plus tuition, books nnd other school 
expense* until the checks start ur 
ivlng, 
including 
the 
buck-pay 


mcnts, 


The new GI bill provides many 


of the same benefits for veterans 
urving after outbreak of the Ko- 
•ean war that were received 
by 


Vorld War II veterans under the 
Id law. The now law states, how- 
ever, thut no money can be paid 
or education and on-the-job train 


C before Aug. 20. 
The Va has been accepting nppli 
nitons for training under tho new 
>!U tor about a week. Veterans who 
uku advantage ot the program re 
celve $110 a month if they have 
to dependents, $139 If they huvW 
onu dependent and $180 if they have 
more than one dependent. 


Out of that money, they must pay 


heir tuition, buy books und sup- 
plies, finance all other costs con- 
nected with schooling and also pay 
[heir own living expenses. Under 
the World War II bill, the govern- 
ment paid the schools directly for 
tuition, books and other expenses 
and gave individual veterans sub- 
sistence allowances for living costs. 


In both cases, VA was directed 


by law to pay the monthly checks 
•tter «ach month ot schooling had 
been completed. That means no 
veteran can begin receiving 
his 


checks until he has been in school 
at least one month. 


Furthermore, both he and the 


school must certify to VA' that he 
1$ actually attending school, and 
that may consume more time. 


Once VA has received the wees- 
ivy certification, it can start its 


machinery rolling to pay the vet- 
eran. The Uw says the agency 
should try to perform this job with- 
in 90 days after receiving the cer- 
tification that the veteran attended 
classes-

Korean Vets 
Now Under 
New GI Bill 
WASHINGTON, (UP- — The now 


GI bill of rights goes into effect 
today, offering Korean war veter- 
ans education and training at gov- 
ernment expense. 


The program, however, hns hit a 


temporary legal snug thnt 
mny 


leave veterans paying their 
own 


school expenses at the start. 


Veterans administration officials 


warned former servicemen heading 
for school not to expect govern- 
ment checks right away. 


One VA official said Korean war 


voterans probably won't set their 
checks until two months after they 
enter school. 


That means the veteran will have 


to pay his own living expenses 
plus tuition, books nnd other school 
expense* until the checks start ur 
ivlng, 
including 
the 
buck-pay 


mcnts, 


The new GI bill provides many 


of the same benefits for veterans 
urving after outbreak of the Ko- 
•ean war that were received 
by 


Vorld War II veterans under the 
Id law. The now law states, how- 
ever, thut no money can be paid 
or education and on-the-job train 


C before Aug. 20. 
The Va has been accepting nppli 
nitons for training under tho new 
>!U tor about a week. Veterans who 
uku advantage ot the program re 
celve $110 a month if they have 
to dependents, $139 If they huvW 
onu dependent and $180 if they have 
more than one dependent. 


Out of that money, they must pay 


heir tuition, buy books und sup- 
plies, finance all other costs con- 
nected with schooling and also pay 
[heir own living expenses. Under 
the World War II bill, the govern- 
ment paid the schools directly for 
tuition, books and other expenses 
and gave individual veterans sub- 
sistence allowances for living costs. 


In both cases, VA was directed 


by law to pay the monthly checks 
•tter «ach month ot schooling had 
been completed. That means no 
veteran can begin receiving 
his 


checks until he has been in school 
at least one month. 


Furthermore, both he and the 


school must certify to VA' that he 
1$ actually attending school, and 
that may consume more time. 


Once VA has received the wees- 
ivy certification, it can start its 


machinery rolling to pay the vet- 
eran. The Uw says the agency 
should try to perform this job with- 
in 90 days after receiving the cer- 
tification that the veteran attended 
classes-

Korean Vets 
Now Under 
New GI Bill 
WASHINGTON, (UP- — The now 


GI bill of rights goes into effect 
today, offering Korean war veter- 
ans education and training at gov- 
ernment expense. 


The program, however, hns hit a 


temporary legal snug thnt 
mny 


leave veterans paying their 
own 


school expenses at the start. 


Veterans administration officials 


warned former servicemen heading 
for school not to expect govern- 
ment checks right away. 


One VA official said Korean war 


voterans probably won't set their 
checks until two months after they 
enter school. 


That means the veteran will have 


to pay his own living expenses 
plus tuition, books nnd other school 
expense* until the checks start ur 
ivlng, 
including 
the 
buck-pay 


mcnts, 


The new GI bill provides many 


of the same benefits for veterans 
urving after outbreak of the Ko- 
•ean war that were received 
by 


Vorld War II veterans under the 
Id law. The now law states, how- 
ever, thut no money can be paid 
or education and on-the-job train 


C before Aug. 20. 
The Va has been accepting nppli 
nitons for training under tho new 
>!U tor about a week. Veterans who 
uku advantage ot the program re 
celve $110 a month if they have 
to dependents, $139 If they huvW 
onu dependent and $180 if they have 
more than one dependent. 


Out of that money, they must pay 


heir tuition, buy books und sup- 
plies, finance all other costs con- 
nected with schooling and also pay 
[heir own living expenses. Under 
the World War II bill, the govern- 
ment paid the schools directly for 
tuition, books and other expenses 
and gave individual veterans sub- 
sistence allowances for living costs. 


In both cases, VA was directed 


by law to pay the monthly checks 
•tter «ach month ot schooling had 
been completed. That means no 
veteran can begin receiving 
his 


checks until he has been in school 
at least one month. 


Furthermore, both he and the 


school must certify to VA' that he 
1$ actually attending school, and 
that may consume more time. 


Once VA has received the wees- 
ivy certification, it can start its 


machinery rolling to pay the vet- 
eran. The Uw says the agency 
should try to perform this job with- 
in 90 days after receiving the cer- 
tification that the veteran attended 
classes-

Korean Vets 
Now Under 
New GI Bill 
WASHINGTON, (UP- — The now 


GI bill of rights goes into effect 
today, offering Korean war veter- 
ans education and training at gov- 
ernment expense. 


The program, however, hns hit a 


temporary legal snag thnt 
mny 


leave veterans paying their 
own 


school expenses at the start. 


Veterans administration officials 


warned former servicemen heading 
for school not to expect govern- 
ment checks right away. 


One VA official said Korean war 


voterans probably won't set their 
checks until two months after they 
enter school. 


That means the veteran will have 


to pay his own living expenses 
plus tuition, books nnd other school 
expense* until the checks start ur 
ivlng, 
including 
the 
buck-pay 


mcnts, 


The new GI bill provides ninny 


of the same benefits for veterans 
urving after outbreak of the Ko- 
•ean war that were received 
by 


Vorld War II veterans under the 
Id law. The now law states, how- 
ever, thut no money can be paid 
or education and on-the-job train 


C before Aug. 20. 
The Va has been accepting nppli 


lotions for training under tho new 
>!U tor about a week. Veterans who 
uku advantage ot the program re 
celve $110 a month if they have 
to dependents, $139 If they havW 
onu dependent and $180 if they have 
more than one dependent. 


Out of that money, they must pay 


heir tuition, buy books und sup- 
plies, finance all other costs con- 
nected with schooling and also pay 
[heir own living expenses. Under 
the World War II bill, the govern- 
ment paid the schools directly for 
tuition, books and other expenses 
and gave individual veterans sub- 
sistence allowances for living costs. 


In both cases, VA was directed 


by law to pay the monthly checks 
•tter «ach month ot schooling had 
been completed. That means no 
veteran can begin receiving 
his 


checks until he has been in school 
at least one month. 


Furthermore, both he and the 


school must certify to VA' that he 
1$ actually attending school, and 
that may consume more time. 


Once VA has received the wees- 
try certification, it can start its 


machinery rolling to pay the vet- 
eran. The law says the agency 
should try to perform this job with- 
in 90 dayc after receiving the cer- 
tification that the veteran attended 
classes-

aim iti staging the whole

may be to give a formal, open hint 
a« to who the next boss should 
be. 


This may be Stalin's way, they 


believe, of lessening the possibility 
of a bloody struggle for power 
within the Communist high com- 
mand after he dies. 


Until they have rfiore time 
to 


analyze Moscow's announcement of 
the calling of the first Communist 
congress since 1939, American dip- 
lomats say the theory rather than 
view a considered opinion. But here 
is what they think: 


Stalin's heir apparently will be 


the man who's chosen to be chair 
man of the Pracsidium. to be or- 
ganized at the meeting to replace 
the Politburo.

Chinchillas, fab'ulous fur-bearing rodents that arc practically extinct in 
their native Andes Mountains. 


The friendly little animal above is one of a pair recently pur- 
chased by Paul Ralcy, local railway man, from Harold Stephens who 
first brought them to this section two years ago. 


Although expensive to buy Chinchillas cost practically nothing to 
feed and are very easy to raise. In their air-condilioned pens Mr. 
Haley's pair takes life easy, occasionaly nibbling a raisin, nay or a 
peanut. 


The story of the Chinchilla is a 


romantic one that dates back to 
about 900 A. D. with the Chincha 
Indians of the Andes Mountains 
snaring the thick furred rodents 
for their pelts. The 16th Century 
explorers traded with the Indians 
and introduced the furs to Europe 
but they were so rare and

Extend to 4- Fs 
and Fathers 


WASHINGTON, —(UP) — 
The 


draft manpower pool has 
boon 


shrinking so fust that It will be 
necessary to draft fathers, 4-lr"a or 
some other deferred group by next 
summer to maintain the size of 
the urmed forces. 


That was the viow of 
Selective 


Service officials today as 
they 


studied the problem of matching 
military requirements against thq 
manpower supply. 


The problem Is rupidly becoming 


acute because the first draftees of 
the Korean war 
are 
completing 


their two-year hitches and 
being 


returned to civilian life. 
By the 


first of the year, 80,000 draftees a 
month will be discharged 
unless 


they volunteer for re-enlistment— 
something officials are not count- 
ing on. 


Between now and n e x t July 


more than 550,000 draftees 
will 


have completed their two years 
and become eligible for discharge. 
Thousands of reserves likewise wlti 
be ready to leave the services, 


It was with this In mind 
that 


Draft Director Lewis B. Hershpy 
told an American Legion meeting 
In New York yesterday that It wIR 
be necessary to draft fathers or 
some other deferred group oy next 
summer.
